AVANT-PROPOS 


The  Directory  of  Labour  Organizations  in  Canada 
1988  is  a  compendium  of  data  on  union 
membership,  and  unions,  congresses  and  other 
labour  organizations  in  Canada.  Included  are 
alphabetical  listings  of  union  organizations,  the 
names  and  addresses  of  principal  officers,  titles  of 
union  publications,  upcoming  conventions  and  the 
geographic  distribution  of  union  local  branches  in 
Canada. 

Entries  in  the  directory  are  in  five  parts.  The  first 
part  lists  international  and  national  unions  either 
affiliated  or  unaffiliated  to  a  central  labour  congress 
and  having  50  or  more  members.  Labour 
organizations  consisting  of  a  single  unit  and  having 
more  than  50  members,  but  not  affiliated  with  any 
other  labour  organization,  form  the  second  part. 
The  third  part  lists  the  central  labour  congresses, 
their  secondary  bodies  and  directly  chartered, 
single-location  unions.  Railway  and  Printing  Trades 
and  other  union  groups  are  listed  in  the  fourth 
section.  Part  5  provides  information  on  world 
organizations  of  labour  and  their  associated  groups. 

It  should  be  noted  that  no  official  recognition  is 
implied  by  the  inclusion  of  any  labour  organization 
in  this  directory.  When  titles  of  organizations  are 
given  in  both  official  languages,  the  translations  are 
not  always  official. 

The  information  presented  has  a  reference  date  of 
January  1,  1988,  and  was  obtained  from  a  survey  of 
the  Canadian  headquarters  of  the  various  labour 
organizations.  We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation 
to  these  organizations  for  their  co-operation.

Le  Repertoire  des  organisations  de  travailleurs  et 
travailleuses  au  Canada,  edition  de  1988,  presente 
un  compendium,  de  donnees  sur  les  syndiques  et  les 
syndicats,  centrales  syndicales  et  autres 
organisations  de  travailleurs.  On  y  trouve  des  listes 
alphabetiques  des  organismes  syndicaux,  les  noms 
et  adresses  des  principaux  dirigeants,  le  titre  des 
publications  syndicales,  la  date  des  congres  a  venir 
et  la  repartition  geographique  des  sections  locales 
syndicales  au  Canada. 

Les  organisations  qui  figurent  au  repertoire  sont 
groupees  en  cinq  parties.

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SUMMARY  OF  UNION  MEMBERSHIP  IN 
CANADA,  1988 

As  of  January  1988,  union  membership  in  Canada 
totalled  3,841,000,  an  increase  of  1.6%  from 
3,782,000  recorded  a  year  earlier.  Union 
membership  represented  36.6%  of  Canada's  non- 
agricultural  paid  labour  force  in  1988,  down  from 
37.6%  in  1987  (See  Chart  below  and  Table  I, 
Appendix  II,  p.  13.)  Union  membership  as  a 
percentage  of  the  non-agricultural  paid  labour 
force  has  declined  continuously  since  its  peak  of 
40  0%  in  1983.  This  reflects  the  fact  that  while  the 
number  of  union  members  has  increased  over  the 
past  five  years,  the  number  of  non-agricultural  paid 
workers  has  grown  more  rapidly.

En  janvier  1988,  on  comptait  au  total  3  841  000 
travailleurs  syndiques  au  Canada,  ce  qui  represente 
une  augmentation  de  1,6  %  par  rapport  au  total  de 
3  782  000  enregistre  I'annee  precedente  En  1988, 
les  effectifs  syndicaux  correspondaient  a  36,6  %  de 
la  main-d'oeuvre  salariee  non  agricole  du  Canada, 
un  taux  inferieur  a  celui  de  37,6  %  enregistre  en 
1987  (voir  le  graphique  ci-dessous  et  le  tableau  1, 
annexe  II,  page  13).

The  Canadian  Labour  Congress,  with  an  affiliated 
membership  of  2.2  million,  remained  the  largest 
central  labour  body,  accounting  for  58.1%  of 
unionized  workers  (See  Table  2,  Appendix  II,  p.  14.) 
The  two  other  largest  central  bodies,  the  Canadian 
Federation  of  Labour  and  the  Confederation  of 
National  Trade  Unions  accounted  for  5.4%  and 
5  3%  of  the  total,  respectively

Membership  in  unions  with  a  national  affiliation 
continued  to  increase  -  from  1 .70  million  in  1980,  to 
2  32  million  in  1987,  to  2.42  million  in  1988.  (See 
Table  3,  Appendix  II,  p.  15.)  The  decline  in 
membership  of  internationally  affiliated  unions  also 
continued  -  from  1 .57  million  in  1980,  to  1 .32  million 
in  1987,  to  1.27  million  in  1988.  The  changes 
between  1987  and  1988  are  largely  the  result  of 
shifts  in  affiliation;  in  particular,  the  Canadian 
component  of  the  International  Woodworkers  of 
America  became  the  IWA-Canada,  accounting  for  a 
shift  to  national  affiliation  of  45,000  members. 

The  three  major  public  service  unions  retained  their 
top  ranking  in  terms  of  membership,  although 
membership  declined  in  the  Public  Service  Alliance 
of  Canada  from  179,900  in  1987  to  175,700  in  1988. 
(See  Table  4,  Appendix  II,  p.  16.)  The  other  two 
public  service  unions  increased  their  memberships  - 
the  Canadian  Union  of  Public  Employees  from 
330,000  in  1987  to  342,000  in  1988,  and  the  National 
Union  of  Provincial  Government  Employees  from 
278,500  in  1987  to  292,300  in  1988.  Membership  in 
the  other  seven  largest  unions  remained  the  same  or 
increased  over  the  year.

Les 
changements  entre  1987  et  1988  sont  largement 
attribuables  a  des  changements  d'affiliation; 
notons,  a  cet  egard,  que  la  composante  canadienne 
du  Syndicat  international  des  travailleurs  du  bois 
d'Amerique  est  devenue  I'lWA-Canada,  ce  qui 
explique  le  changement  d'affiliation  de  45  000 
membres  en  faveur  d'un  syndicat  national. 

Les  trois  grands  syndicats  de  fonctionnai res 
occupaient  toujours  les  premiers  rangs  quant  au 
nombre  de  membres,  bien  que  I'effectif  de  I'un 
deux,  I'Alliance  de  la  Fonction  publique  du  Canada, 
soit  passe  de  179  900  en  1987  a  175  700  en  1988  (voir 
tableau  14,  annexe  II,  page  16).  Les  deux  autres  ont 
egalement  vu  augmenter  le  nombre  de  leurs 
membres;  ainsi,  le  Syndicat  canadien  de  la  Fonction 
publique  comptait  342  000  membres  en  1988  contre 
330  000  en  1987,  tandis  que  I'effectif  du  Syndicat 
national  de  la  Fonction  publique  provinciale  est 
passe  de  278  500  membres  en  1987  a  292  300  en 

1988.  Le  nombre  de  membres  des  sept  autres 
principaux  syndicats  est  demeure  stable  ou  a 
augmente  au  cours  de  I'annee.

En  1974,  la  CEQ  se  transforme  en  centrale 
syndicale  et  augmente  ses  effectifs  pour 
englober  I'ensemble  des  travailleuses  et 
travailleurs  de  I'enseignement,  des 
institutions  privees,  des  affaires  sociales,  des 
loisirs  et  des  sports. 

Depuis,  la  Centrale  de  I'enseignement  du 
Quebec  n'a  cesse  de  diversifier  et 
d'augmenter  ses  effectifs  qui  comprennent 
maintenant  les  employes  du  secteur  des 
communications.  Elle  vient  d'amorcer  une 
expansion  serieuse  dans  le  secteur  de  la  sante. 

Trade  unionism  originated  in  the  teaching 
community  in  November  1936  with  the 
founding  in  La  Malbaie  of  the  Association 
catholique  des  institutrices  rurales.  Later,  two 
other  federations  were  created :  Federation 
provinciate  des  instituteurs  ruraux  in  1 936 
and,  in  1942,  the  Federation  des  instituteurs  et 
institutrices  des  cites  et  villes. 

On  April  17,  1946,  these  three  provincial 
federations  merged  to  form  a  direct  ancestor 
of  the  Quebec  Teaching  Congress  (CEQ),  the 
Corporation  generale  des  instituteurs  et 
institutrices  catholiques  de  la  province  de 
Quebec  (CIC).  Its  total  membership  was  then 
approximately  11  100. 

In  1 967,  the  CIC  became  the  Corporation  des 
enseignants  du  Quebec  and  relinquished  its 
denominational  character. 

In  1974,  the  CEQ  became  a  central  labour 
body,  and  membership  included  all  workers 
from  the  teaching  sector,  private  institutions, 
social  affairs,  recreation  and  sports. 

Since  then,  the  Quebec  Teaching  Congress  has 
not  ceased  to  diversify  and  broaden  its 
membership,  which  now  includes  the 
communication  sector  and  has  significantly 
expanded  into  the  health  sector.

The  Canadian  Teachers'  Federation  exists  to 
facilitate  the  sharing  of  ideas,  knowledge  and 
skills  among  its  13  provincial  and  territorial 
teacher  organization  members  who, 
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collectively,  represent  220  000  teachers. 
Founded  in  1920,  the  Federation  serves  its 
members  as  a  source  of  information,  an 
alliance  for  mutual  support  and  the  develop- 
ment of  common  strategies,  an  instrument  for 
common  action,  joint  utterance  or  the  joint 
exploration  of  new  ideas,  and  in  general  a 
means  of  promoting  the  quality  of  education 
and  the  status  of  the  teacher.

The  Ontario  Teachers'  Federation  was 
established  by  the  Teaching  Profession  Act  of 
1944  as  the  professional  organization  for 
teachers  in  the  province,  thus  becoming  the 
official  liaison  between  the  teachers  and  the 
Minister  of  Education.

educational  finance  policy. 

The  Federation  is  governed  by  a  50-member 
Board  comprising  10  representatives  from 
each  member  union,  which  meets  three  times 
a  year  Between  these  meetings,  business  is 
conducted  by  the  1 1-member  Executive 
Committee.

The  Canadian  Association  of  University 
Teachers  (CAUT)  was  founded  in  1951 .  The 
earliest  concern  of  CAUT  was  economic,  in 
particular  salaries  and  pensions  By  1958, 
when  the  workload  exceeded  the  capacity  of 
the  Association's  part-time  executive,  a 
national  office  was  opened  in  Ottawa. 
Academic  freedom  and  tenure  became  major 
concerns  of  the  Association  in  1958  when  it 
fought  its  first  notable  case,  that  of  Professor 
Harry  Crowe  at  Winnipeg's  United  College 
(now  the  University  of  Winnipeg).  In  1967, 
the  Academic  Freedom  and  Tenure 
Committee  promulgated  the  CAUT  Policy 
Statement  on  Academic  Appointments  and 
Tenure.  Faculty  at  most  Canadian  universities 
have  successfully  negotiated  tenure 
documents. 

The  Duff-Berdahl  report,  issued  in  1963  by  the 
Commission  jointly  established  by  CAUT  and 
the  Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  of 
Canada,  heralded  a  new  era  of  faculty 
participation  in  university  governance. 
Collective  bargaining  became  a  major  concern 
of  the  Association  in  the  early  seventies. 
Through  the  1970s  as  more  local  associations 
unionized,  the  CAUT  Collective  Bargaining 
Committee  recommended  policy  statements 
and  model  clauses  designed  to  safeguard  the 
traditional  contractual  goals  of  university 
teachers,  namely  academic  freedom,  non 
discrimination,  due  process  and  economic 
security.  CAUT  also  revitalized  its  role  as 
lobbying  agent  for  its  membership,  especially 
with  the  federal  government  on  such  issues  as 
financial  funding  of  universities,  research, 
human  rights,  security  intelligence  on  campus, 
freedom  of  information,  immigration  and 
taxation. 

In  the  1980s,  the  Association  seeks  to  advance 
the  professional  standards  of  its  members  and 
to  improve  the  quality  of  higher  education  in 
Canada.  The  membership  of  CAUT  now 
numbers  approximately  27  000,  representing 
local  associations  and  affiliated  provincial 
associations  across  the  country.

principal  point  d'interet  de  I'Association.  Au 
cours  de  cette  decennie,  alors  que  les 
associations  locales  se  syndicalisent  en  plus 
grand  nombre,  le  Comite  de  negociation 
collective  de  I'ACPU  recommande  des  enonces 
de  politiques  et  des  clauses  modeles 
permettant  de  sauvegarder  les  buts 
traditionnels  des  contrats  des  professeurs 
universitaires,  soit  la  liberte  de  I'enseigne- 
ment, la  non-discrimination,  le  recours  legal  et 
la  securite  economique.  L'ACPU  reprend 
egalement  en  main  ses  fonctions  de  groupe 
de  pression  au  nom  de  ses  membres,

The  Canadian  labour  movement  also  plays  an 
important  part  in  several  intergovernmental 
organizations,  particularly  in  the  International 
Labour  Organization  (ILO)  and  the  Organiza- 
tion for  Economic  Co-operation  and 
Development  (OECD). 

The  ILO,  formed  in  1919  and  now  an  agency  of 
the  United  Nations,  is  a  tripartite  body 
consisting  of  representatives  of  governments, 
national  trade  unions  and  employer 
organizations,  and  is  concerned  with  the 
improvement  of  working  and  living 
conditions  throughout  the  world.  In  1985,  it 
had  150  member  states.  On  its  fiftieth 
anniversary,  in  1969,  it  was  awarded  the 
Nobel  Peace  Prize. 
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During  the  Second  World  War,  the  Canadian 
Government  agreed  to  a  request  that  ILO 
Headquarters  be  transferred  from  Geneva, 
Switzerland,  to  Canada,  and  the  office  was 
established  within  the  buildings  of  McGill 
University  in  Montreal,  Quebec.  In  1948,  ILO 
Headquarters  transferred  from  Montreal  back 
to  Geneva,  and  on  September  26,  1949, 
Mr.  V.C.  Phelan  was  appointed  as  Director  of 
the  Canada  Branch  Office.  The  Canada  Branch 
Office,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John  R.W. 
Whitehouse,  is  responsible  for  relations  with 
the  government,  employers'  and  workers' 
organizations,  as  well  as  with  international, 
regional  and  bilateral  organizations  in 
Canada,  including  the  Canadian  International 
Development  Agency  (CIDA).  The  Office 
supports  the  ILO's  technical  co-operation 
activities  by  means  of  recruitment  of  experts, 
acquisition  of  equipment,  and  placement  of 
fellows  in  Canada.  In  addition,  it  manages  the 
sales  of  ILO  publications  in  Canada,  gathers 
and  disseminates  information  on  main 
developments  in  labour  and  related  fields, 
and  maintains  contact  with  universities  and 
other  educational  bodies  through  lectures 
and  the  provision  of  ILO  teaching  aids  and 
materials.

At  the  230th  Session  of  ILO's  Governing  Body, 
held  in  Geneva  in  June  1985,  the  Governing 
Body  noted  that,  following  the  resignation  of 
Mrs.  Shirley  G.E.  Carr,  Secretary-Treasurer  of 
the  CLC,  the  Workers'  group  had  appointed 
Mr.  Richard  Mercier,  CLC  Executive  Vice- 
President,  to  replace  her  as  a  Worker  Member 
of  the  Governing  Body.  The  Governing  Body 
also  endorsed  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Mercier 
to  replace  Mrs.  Carr  on  the  Governing  Body 
committees  of  which  the  latter  was  a  member 
or  substitute  member. 

The  election  of  Mrs.  Shirley  G.E.  Carr, 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  CLC,  as  the  Workers 
Vice-President  to  officiate  at  the  71st  session 
of  the  International  Labour  Conference,  in 
June  1985,  was  the  first  time  a  woman  has 
been  elected  to  this  annual  conference  post. 


Representatives  of  the  trade  union  movement 
in  Canada  also  attend  various  technical, 
sectorial  and  regional  meetings  of  the  ILO 
From  March  18  to  26,  1986,  Canada  hosted  the 
twelfth  Regional  Conference  of  American 
States  Members  of  the  International  Labour 
Organization  in  Montreal,  Quebec 

The  OECD,  formed  in  1961,  represents  the 
governments  of  Western  Europe,  Canada,  the 
United  States,  Australia,  New  Zealand  and 
Japan.  Its  Trade  Union  Advisory  Committee 
(TUAC)  has  representatives  from  the  national 
centres  affiliated  with  the  ICFTU  or  the  WCL, 
and  plays  an  imporant  part  in  advising  the 
Organization  on  labour  matters.

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GLOSSARY  OF  LABOUR 
TERMS 


Local  -  The  basic  unit  of  labour  organization 
formed  in  a  particular  plant  or  locality.  The 
members  participate  directly  in  the  affairs  of 
their  local  including  the  election  of  officers, 
financial  and  other  business  matters,  and 
relations  between  their  organization  and 
employers,  and  they  pay  dues  to  the  local. 
There  are  locals  of  international,  national  or 
regional  unions,  locals  directly  chartered  by  a 
central  congress,  and  indepenent  local 
organizations  Sometimes  unions  have  units, 
similar  to  locals,  such  as  lodges,  branches, 
divisions  or  districts. 

Local  of  an  international  or  national  union  - 

A  local  that  is  organized  by,  or  elects  to 
affiliate  itself  with,  an  international  or 
national  union  Per  capita  dues  are  paid  to 
the  parent  union,  and  in  return  certain 
services  are  rendered  by  the  union. 

Directly  chartered  local  -  A  local  that  is 
organized  by  and  receives  its  charter  from  a 
central  labour  congress  and  is  not  part  of  an 
international  or  national  union.  It  pays  per 
capita  dues  directly  to  the  congress  and 
receives  services  from  the  congress. 

Independent  local  organization  -  A  local 
organization  that  is  not  formally  connected  or 
affiliated  with  any  other  labour  organization. 

Union  -  The  unit  of  labour  organization  that 
organizes  and  charters  locals  in  the  industries 
or  trades  as  defined  in  its  constitution,  sets 
general  policy  for  its  locals,  assists  them  in  the 
conduct  of  their  affairs,  and  is  the  medium  for 
co-ordinating  their  activities.  Funds  are 
obtained  from  the  locals  through  per  capita 
dues.  Unions  usually  hold  regular 
conventions  of  delegates  from  the  locals  at 
which  general  policy  is  set  and  officers  are 
elected. 

International  union  -  A  union  that  charters 
locals  in  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

National  union  -  A  union  that  charters  locals 
in  Canada  only.

District  council  -  An  organization  of  locals  of 
a  union  in  a  particular  area  formed  to  co- 
ordinate the  activities  of  the  locals  in  the 
district.  District  councils  may  hold  meetings  of 
delegates  from  member  locals  to  deal  with 
matters  of  interest  to  them  and  at  which 
officers  for  the  district  are  elected  District 
organizations  are  also  known  by  such  names 
as  joint  boards  or  conference  boards 

Allied  trades  federation  -  An  organization  of 
unions  or  locals  of  unions  in  a  particular  area, 
functioning  in  the  same  industry,  to  co- 
ordinate the  activities  of  the  members  and  to 
deal  with  jurisdictional  questions.  Policies  are 
established  and  officers  are  elected  at 
meetings  attended  by  delegates  from 
member  organizations  Trades  federations 
may  be  known  by  other  names  such  as  union 
councils,  union  federations,  or  joint  councils 
and  they  are  most  frequently  found  in 
industries  organized  along  craft  lines. 

Central  labour  congress  -  An  organization 
having  in  affiliation  various  unions,  directly 
chartered  locals,  provincial  federations  of 
labour,  and  local  labour  councils,  for  the 
purpose  of  broadly  co-ordinating  their 
activities  at  the  national  level  including  the 
relations  between  unions  and  governments 
and  establishing  relations  with  organized 
workers  internationally.  Congresses  hold 
annual  or  biennial  conventions  attended  by 
delegates  from  affiliated  organizations  at 
which  policies  are  established  and  officers 
elected.  The  congress  also  organizes  local 
unions  known  as  directly  chartered  locals. 
Funds  are  obtained  through  a  per  capita  tax 
on  all  affiliates 

Provincial  federation  -  An  organization 
formed  by  a  labour  congress  at  the  provincial 
level  which  consists  of  the  congress  affiliates 
in  the  province.  It  functions  similarly  to  the 
congress  in  the  appropriate  provincial  area 
except  that  it  does  not  charter  local  unions. 
Funds  are  obtained  through  a  per  capita  tax 
on  affiliates.

AVANT-PROPOS 


The  Directory  of  Labour  Organizations  in  Canada 
1989  is  a  compendium  of  data  on  union 
membership,  and  unions,  congresses  and  other 
labour  organizations  in  Canada.  Included  are 
alphabetical  listings  of  union  organizations,  the 
names  and  addresses  of  principal  officers,  titles  of 
union  publications,  upcoming  conventions  and  the 
geographic  distribution  of  union  local  branches  in 
Canada. 


Entries  in  the  directory  are  in  five  parts.  The  first 
part  lists  international  and  national  unions  either 
affiliated  or  unaffiliated  to  a  central  labour  congress 
and  having  50  or  more  members.  Labour 
organizations  consisting  of  a  single  unit  and  having 
more  than  50  members,  but  not  affiliated  with  any 
other  labour  organization,  form  the  second  part. 
The  third  part  lists  the  central  labour  congresses, 
their  secondary  bodies  and  directly  chartered, 
single-location  unions.  Railway  and  Printing  Trades 
and  other  union  groups  are  listed  in  the  fourth 
section.  Part  5  provides  information  on  world 
organizations  of  labour  and  their  associated  groups. 


It  should  be  noted  that  no  official  recognition  is 
implied  by  the  inclusion  of  any  labour  organization 
in  this  directory.  When  titles  of  organizations  are 
given  in  both  official  languages,  the  translations  are 
not  always  official. 

The  information  presented  has  a  reference  date  of 
January  1,  1989.  It  was  obtained  from  a  survey  of 
the  Canadian  headquarters  of  the  various  labour 
organizations.  The  Directory  of  Labour 
Organizations  in  Canada  is  published  in  the  third 
quarter  of  each  year.  Accordingly  this  edition  can 
be  considered  current  until  next  autumn  when  the 
1990  edition  will  appear.  We  wish  to  express  our 
appreciation  to  these  organizations  for  their 
co-operation.

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The  total  number  of  unionized  workers  in  Canada 
continues  to  grow.  As  of  January  1989,  there  were 
3  944  300  unionized  employees  in  Canada.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  2.7  per  cent  from  a  year 
earlier.  Union  membership  accounted  for  36.2  per 
cent  of  the  non-agricultural  paid  labour  force  in 
Canada.  This  is  slightly  below  the  36.6  per  cent 
recorded  in  1988.  The  percentage  of  unionized 
employees  in  the  non-agricultural  labour  force  has 
been  declining  in  recent  years  from  the  peek  of  40 
per  cent  reached  in  1983.  The  number  of  non- 
agricultural  paid  workers  has  increased  by  1  990  000 
or  22.4  per  cent  between  1983  and  1989  while  the 
number  of  union  members  increased  by  381  000  or 
10  7  per  cent.  (See  preceding  charts  and  Table  1, 
Appendix  II,  page  XII.) 

The  Canadian  Labour  Congress  (CLC)  continues  as 
the  largest  central  labour  body  in  Canada, 
representing  a  total  of  2.2  million  members  or  57.8 
per  cent  of  total  union  membership  (see  Table  2, 
Appendix  II,  page  XIII).  The  two  other  largest 
central  labour  bodies,  the  Canadian  Federation  of 
Labour  (CFL)  and  the  Confederation  of  National 
Trade  Unions  (CNTU),  represent  5.4  per  cent  and  5.3 
per  cent  of  total  union  membership  respectively. 

Three  public  sector  unions  continue  to  hold  their 
rankings  as  the  three  largest  unions  in  Canada.  The 
Canadian  Union  of  Public  Employees  now  has 
356  000  members,  compared  to  342  000  in  1988, 
while  membership  in  the  National  Union  of 
Provincial  Government  Employees  increased  from 
292  300  in  1988  to  297  200  in  1989.  Membership  in 
the  Public  Service  Alliance  of  Canada  declined  from 
175  700  members  in  1988  to  171  900  in  1989  (see 
Table  4,  Appendix  II,  page  XV).  The  United  Food 
and  Commercial  Workers  International  Union  is  the 
largest  private  sector  union  with  170  000  members. 
The  National  Automobile,  Aerospace  and 
Agricultural  Implement  Workers  Union  of  Canada, 
more  popularly  known  as  the  Canadian  Auto 
Workers,  moved  into  fifth  place  among  the  largest 
unions,  just  ahead  of  the  United  Steelworkers  of 
America.  Most  of  the  increase  reflects  decisions  by 
the  Fishermen,  Food  and  Allied  Workers  Union  and 
the  Great  Lakes  Fishermen  and  Allied  Workers 
Union  to  join  the  Canadian  Auto  Workers  (see 
Appendix  I,  page  X).  The  largest  change  in  the 
membership  of  an  individual  union  occurred  in  the 
postal  sector.  The  Canadian  Union  of  Postal

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Workers  went  from  24  000  members  in  1988  to 
46  000  in  1989.  This  was  a  result  of  the  Canada 
Labour  Relations  Board's  decision  and  vote 
concerning  a  consolidation  of  bargaining  units  at 
Canada  Post  Corporation. 

The  proportion  of  union  members  belonging  to 
national  labour  organizations  continues  to  increase. 
It  went  from  63. 1  per  cent  in  1988  to  63.4  per  cent  in 
1989  (see  Table  3,  Appendix  II,  page  XIV).

The  Canadian  Labour  Congress  is  the  largest 
central  labour  body  in  Canada.  Founded  in 
April  1956  with  the  merger  of  the  Canadian 
Congress  of  Labour  and  the  Trades  and 
Labour  Congress  of  Canada,  the  CLC  devotes  a 
major  part  of  its  efforts  to  social,  economic 
and  legislative  questions  of  national  impor- 
tance. Twelve  provincial  and  territorial 
federations  of  labour  and  121  local  labour 
councils  also  co-ordinate  programs  dealing 
with  these  issues. 

Every  two  years,  some  2  500  delegates  from 
affiliated  unions  gather  at  the  CLC  convention 
to  set  policy  for  the  central  body.  Between 
conventions,  policy  decisions  are  made  by  the 
Executive  Council,  whose  38  members  are 
selected  at  the  convention.

Les  origines  du  syndicalisme  enseignant 
remontent  au  mois  de  novembre  1936  alors 
que  I'Association  catholique  des  institutrices 
rurales  (ACIR)  etait  fondee  a  La  Malbaie.  Deux 
autres  federations  sont  egalement  fondees  un 
peu  plus  tard  :  la  Federation  provinciale  des 
instituteurs  ruraux  (FPIR)  en  1939  et  la 
Federation  des  instituteurs  et  institutrices  des 
cites  etvilles(FICV)  en  1942.

Depuis,  la  Centrale  de  I'enseignement  du 
Quebec  n'a  cesse  de  diversifier  et 
d'augmenter  ses  effectifs  qui  comprennent 
maintenant  les  employes  du  secteur  des 
communications.  Elle  vient  d'amorcer  une 
expansion  serieuse  dans  le  secteur  de  la  sante. 

Trade  unionism  originated  in  the  teaching 
community  in  November  1936  with  the 
founding  in  La  Malbaie  of  the  Association 
catholique  des  institutrices  rurales.  Later,  two 
other  federations  were  created:  Federation 
provinciale  des  instituteurs  ruraux  in  1936 
and,  in  1942,  the  Federation  des  instituteurs  et 
institutrices  des  cites  et  villes. 

On  April  17,  1946,  these  three  provincial 
federations  merged  to  form  a  direct  ancestor 
of  the  Quebec  Teaching  Congress  (CEQ),  the 
Corporation  generale  des  instituteurs  et 
institutrices  catholiques  de  la  province  de 
Quebec  (CIC).  Its  total  membership  was  then 
approximately  1 1  100. 

In  1967,  the  CIC  became  the  Corporation  des 
enseignants  du  Quebec  and  relinquished  its 
denominational  character. 

In  1974,  the  CEQ  became  a  central  labour 
body,  and  membership  included  all  workers 
from  the  teaching  sector,  private  institutions, 
social  affairs,  recreation  and  sports. 

Since  then,  the  Quebec  Teaching  Congress  has 
not  ceased  to  diversify  and  broaden  its 
membership,  which  now  includes  the 
communication  sector  and  has  significantly 
expanded  into  the  health  sector.

The  AFL-CIO  is  the  largest  central  labour  body 
in  the  United  States.  The  Federation  of 
Organized  Trades  and  Labour  Unions,  which 
was  founded  on  November  15,  1881,  became 
theAFLin  1886;  the  CIO  was  founded  in  1935 
and  merged  with  the  AFL  in  1955. 

In  the  United  States,  the  AFL-CIO  is  organized 
into  1 2  regions  which  are  made  up  of  50  state 
central  bodies  and  626  local  central  bodies.

Founded  in  1920,  the  Federation  serves  its 
members  as  a  source  of  information,  an 
alliance  for  mutual  support  and  the  develop- 
ment of  common  strategies,  an  instrument  for 
common  action,  joint  utterance  or  the  joint 
exploration  of  new  ideas,  and  in  general  a 
means  of  promoting  the  quality  of  education 
and  the  status  of  the  teacher.  It  is  controlled 
and  directed  by  its  members.  The  CTF  Board 
of  Directors,  on  which  all  members  are 
represented,  meets  five  times  a  year  and 
receives  advice  from  committees  representing 
the  various  regions  of  Canada.

The  Canadian  Teachers'  Federation  is  a 
member  of  the  World  Confederation  of 
Organizations  of  the  Teaching  Profession,  a 
worldwide  fraternity  of  eleven  million 
teachers.  Because  of  this  membership, 
Canadian  teachers  are  able  to  pursue  the 
complementary  objectives  of  a  quality 
education  and  an  enhanced  status  of  teachers 
at  the  world  level  and  to  assist  other  national 
teacher  organizations  in  the  pursuit  of  similar 
goals. 

Each  summer,  Canadian  teachers  are  offered 
the  opportunity  to  participate  in  CTF's  Project 
Overseas,  which  sends  teams  of  Canadian 
volunteers  during  the  summer  to  help 
upgrade  the  skills  of  teachers  in  Africa,  Asia, 
the  Caribbean  and  the  South  Pacific.

The  Ontario  Teachers'  Federation  was 
established  by  the  Teaching  Profession  Act  of 
1 944  as  the  professional  organization  for 
teachers  in  the  province,  thus  becoming  the 
official  liaison  between  the  teachers  and  the 
Minister  of  Education.  All  teachers,  as  defined 
by  the  Teaching  Profession  Act,  are  required 
to  belong  to  the  Federation  as  a  condition  of 
teaching  in  Ontario. 

The  Federation's  major  areas  of  responsibility 
include:  providing  leadership  and  comple- 
menting the  work  of  its  affiliates  in  teacher 
education;  representing  the  teaching 
profession  in  legislation  affecting  education; 
dealing  with  matters  of  relations  and 
discipline;  monitoring,  developing  and 
evaluating  curriculum  and  professional 
development  policies,  and  research; 
developing  and  funding  special  projects; 
representing  the  profession  in  matters 
affecting  superannuation;  and  acting  as  co- 
ordinating agent  for  study  or  action  in 
educational  finance  policy. 

The  Federation  is  governed  by  a  50-member 
Board  comprising  10  representatives  from 
each  member  union,  which  meets  three  times 
a  year.  Between  these  meetings,  business  is 
conducted  by  the  1 1 -member  Executive 
Committee.

The  National  Federation  of  Nurses'  Unions 
was  established  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  on 
May  1,  1981,  following  a  series  of  meetings 
which  began  in  1978.  As  nursing  unions

The  Canadian  Association  of  University 
Teachers  (CAUT)  was  founded  in  1951 .  The 
earliest  concern  of  CAUT  was  economic,  in 
particular  salaries  and  pensions.  By  1958, 
when  the  workload  exceeded  the  capacity  of 
the  Association's  part-time  executive,  a 
national  office  was  opened  in  Ottawa. 
Academic  freedom  and  tenure  became  major 
concerns  of  the  Association  in  1958  when  it 
fought  its  first  notable  case,  that  of  Professor 
Harry  Crowe  at  Winnipeg's  United  College 
(now  the  University  of  Winnipeg).  In  1967, 
the  Academic  Freedom  and  Tenure 
Committee  promulgated  the  CAUT  Policy 
Statement  on  Academic  Appointments  and 
Tenure.  Faculty  at  most  Canadian  universities 
have  successfully  negotiated  tenure 
documents. 

The  Duff-Berdahl  report,  issued  in  1963  by  the 
Commission  jointly  established  by  CAUT  and 
the  Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  of 
Canada,  heralded  a  new  era  of  faculty 
participation  in  university  governance. 
Collective  bargaining  became  a  major  concern 
of  the  Association  in  the  early  seventies. 
Through  the  1970s  as  more  local  associations 
unionized,  the  CAUT  Collective  Bargaining 
Committee  recommended  policy  statements 
and  model  clauses  designed  to  safeguard  the 
traditional  contractual  goals  of  university 
teachers,  namely  academic  freedom,  non- 
discrimination, due  process  and  economic 
security.  CAUT  also  revitalized  its  role  as 
lobbying  agent  for  its  membership,  especially 
with  the  federal  government  on  such  issues  as 
financial  funding  of  universities,  research, 
human  rights,  security  intelligence  on  campus, 
freedom  of  information,  immigration  and 
taxation. 

In  the  1 980s,  the  Association  seeks  to  advance 
the  professional  standards  of  its  members  and 
to  improve  the  quality  of  higher  education  in 
Canada.  The  membership  of  CAUT  now 
numbers  approximately  22  500,  representing 
local  associations  and  affiliated  provincial 
associations  across  the  country.

The  Canadian  labour  movement  also  plays  an 
important  part  in  several  intergovernmental 
organizations,  particularly  in  the  International 
Labour  Organization  (ILO)  and  the  Organiza- 
tion for  Economic  Co-operation  and 
Development  (OECD). 

The  ILO,  formed  in  1919  and  now  an  agency  of 
the  United  Nations,  is  a  tripartite  body 
consisting  of  representatives  of  governments, 
national  trade  unions  and  employer 
organizations,  and  is  concerned  with  the 
improvement  of  working  and  living 
conditions  throughout  the  world.  In  1985,  it 
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had  150  member  states.  On  its  fiftieth 
anniversary,  in  1969,  it  was  awarded  the 
Nobel  Peace  Prize. 

During  the  Second  World  War,  the  Canadian 
Government  agreed  to  a  request  that  ILO 
Headquarters  be  transferred  from  Geneva, 
Switzerland,  to  Canada,  and  the  office  was 
established  within  the  buildings  of  McGill 
University  in  Montreal,  Quebec.  In  1948,  ILO 
Headquarters  transferred  from  Montreal  back 
to  Geneva,  and  on  September  26,  1949, 
Mr.  V.C.  Phelan  was  appointed  as  Director  of 
the  Canada  Branch  Office.  The  Canada  Branch 
Office,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John  R.W. 
Whitehouse,  is  responsible  for  relations  with 
the  government,  employers'  and  workers' 
organizations,  as  well  as  with  international, 
regional  and  bilateral  organizations  in 
Canada,  including  the  Canadian  International 
Development  Agency  (CIDA).  The  Office 
supports  the  ILO's  technical  co-operation 
activities  by  means  of  recruitment  of  experts, 
acquisition  of  equipment,  and  placement  of 
fellows  in  Canada.  In  addition,  it  manages  the 
sales  of  ILO  publications  in  Canada,  gathers 
and  disseminates  information  on  main 
developments  in  labour  and  related  fields, 
and  maintains  contact  with  universities  and 
other  educational  bodies  through  lectures 
and  the  provision  of  ILO  teaching  aids  and 
materials.

At  the  230th  Session  of  ILO's  Governing  Body, 
held  in  Geneva  in  June  1985,  the  Governing 
Body  noted  that,  following  the  resignation  of 
Mrs.  Shirley  G.E.  Carr,  Secretary-Treasurer  of 
the  CLC,  the  Workers'  group  had  appointed 
Mr.  Richard  Mercier,  CLC  Executive  Vice- 
President,  to  replace  her  as  a  Worker  Member 
of  the  Governing  Body.  The  Governing  Body 
also  endorsed  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Mercier 
to  replace  Mrs.  Carr  on  the  Governing  Body 
committees  of  which  the  latter  was  a  member 
or  substitute  member. 

The  election  of  Mrs.  Shirley  G.E.  Carr, 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  CLC,  as  the  Workers 
Vice-President  to  officiate  at  the  71st  session 


of  the  International  Labour  Conference,  in 
June  1985,  was  the  first  time  a  woman  has 
been  elected  to  this  annual  conference  post. 

Representatives  of  the  trade  union  movement 
in  Canada  also  attend  various  technical, 
sectorial  and  regional  meetings  of  the  ILO. 
From  March  18  to  26,  1986,  Canada  hosted  the 
twelfth  Regional  Conference  of  American 
States  Members  of  the  International  Labour 
Organization  in  Montreal,  Quebec. 

The  OECD,  formed  in  1961,  represents  the 
governments  of  Western  Europe,  Canada,  the 
United  States,  Australia,  New  Zealand  and 
Japan.  Its  Trade  Union  Advisory  Committee 
(TUAC)  has  representatives  from  the  national 
centres  affiliated  with  the  ICFTU  or  the  WCL, 
and  plays  an  important  part  in  advising  the 
Organization  on  labour  matters.

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GLOSSARY  OF  LABOUR 
TERMS 


Local  -  The  basic  unit  of  labour  organization 
formed  in  a  particular  plant  or  locality.  The 
members  participate  directly  in  the  affairs  of 
their  local  including  the  election  of  officers, 
financial  and  other  business  matters,  and 
relations  between  their  organization  and 
employers,  and  they  pay  dues  to  the  local. 
There  are  locals  of  international,  national  or 
regional  unions,  locals  directly  chartered  by  a 
central  congress,  and  indepenent  local 
organizations.  Sometimes  unions  have  units, 
similar  to  locals,  such  as  lodges,  branches, 
divisions  or  districts. 

Local  of  an  international  or  national  union  - 
A  local  that  is  organized  by,  or  elects  to 
affiliate  itself  with,  an  international  or 
national  union.  Per  capita  dues  are  paid  to 
the  parent  union,  and  in  return  certain 
services  are  rendered  by  the  union. 

Directly  chartered  local  -  A  local  that  is 
organized  by  and  receives  its  charter  from  a 
central  labour  congress  and  is  not  part  of  an 
international  or  national  union.  It  pays  per 
capita  dues  directly  to  the  congress  and 
receives  services  from  the  congress. 

Independent  local  organization  -  A  local 
organization  that  is  not  formally  connected  or 
affiliated  with  any  other  labour  organization. 

Union  -  The  unit  of  labour  organization  that 
organizes  and  charters  locals  in  the  industries 
or  trades  as  defined  in  its  constitution,  sets 
general  policy  for  its  locals,  assists  them  in  the 
conduct  of  their  affairs,  and  is  the  medium  for 
co-ordinating  their  activities.  Funds  are 
obtained  from  the  locals  through  per  capita 
dues.  Unions  usually  hold  regular 
conventions  of  delegates  from  the  locals  at 
which  general  policy  is  set  and  officers  are 
elected. 

International  union  -  A  union  that  charters 
locals  in  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

National  union  -  A  union  that  charters  locals 
in  Canada  only.

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Affiliated  union  -  A  union  that  is  affiliated 
with  a  central  labour  congress. 

District  council  -  An  organization  of  locals  of 
a  union  in  a  particular  area  formed  to  co- 
ordinate the  activities  of  the  locals  in  the 
district.  District  councils  may  hold  meetings  of 
delegates  from  member  locals  to  deal  with 
matters  of  interest  to  them  and  at  which 
officers  for  the  district  are  elected.  District 
organizations  are  also  known  by  such  names 
as  joint  boards  or  conference  boards. 

Allied  trades  federation  -  An  organization  of 
unions  or  locals  of  unions  in  a  particular  area, 
functioning  in  the  same  industry,  to  co- 
ordinate the  activities  of  the  members  and  to 
deal  with  jurisdictional  questions.  Policies  are 
established  and  officers  are  elected  at 
meetings  attended  by  delegates  from 
member  organizations.  Trades  federations 
may  be  known  by  other  names  such  as  union 
councils,  union  federations,  or  joint  councils 
and  they  are  most  frequently  found  in 
industries  organized  along  craft  lines. 

Central  labour  congress  -  An  organization 
having  in  affiliation  various  unions,  directly 
chartered  locals,  provincial  federations  of 
labour,  and  local  labour  councils,  for  the 
purpose  of  broadly  co-ordinating  their 
activities  at  the  national  level  including  the 
relations  between  unions  and  governments 
and  establishing  relations  with  organized 
workers  internationally.  Congresses  hold 
annual  or  biennial  conventions  attended  by 
delegates  from  affiliated  organizations  at 
which  policies  are  established  and  officers 
elected.  The  congress  also  organizes  local 
unions  known  as  directly  chartered  locals. 
Funds  are  obtained  through  a  per  capita  tax 
on  ail  affiliates. 

Provincial  federation  -  An  organization 
formed  by  a  labour  congress  at  the  provincial 
level  which  consists  of  the  congress  affiliates 
in  the  province.  It  functions  similarly  to  the 
congress  in  the  appropriate  provincial  area 
except  that  it  does  not  charter  local  unions. 
Funds  are  obtained  through  a  per  capita  tax 
on  affiliates.
